AN EXCITING CHASE. 


A CANOE RACE IN WHICH A HUMAN 
LIPE WAS THE STAKE.

The stories that missionaries send 
Lome often throw a vivid light up -n 
the dark aud savage conditions that 
encompass them. 
One of the teachers 
o f the American Baptist Missionary 
union, in his annual report, tells of a 
recent incident that occurred far up 
the Kongo river among the natives 
living around the shores o f Lake 'rum ­ 
ba, only a short distance south o f the 
big river. 
Early one Sunday morning, as the 
missionary and his wife were prepar­ 
ing for the duties of the day, they 
heard a shout from the lake. 
An old 
man was seen seated in a canoe, which 
a number of stalw art fellows were 
paddling as fast as they could toward 
the little river that carries the waters 
of the lake to the Kongo, a few miles 
north. 
The old man was crying in a 
frantic and despairing voice: 
“Mpebe na Moukasa.” 
These were the names by which the 
missionary and his wife are known to 
the natives. 
The old fellow called 
them again and again, till he saw the 
white man and his wife standing on 
the head). Then fie shouted to them: 
“Oh, come and save me! They are 
taking me away to kill and eat me!” 
The missionary understood the situa­ 
tion at once. 
The place is not more 
than a day’s travel from the mouth 
of the great Mobangi tributary of the 
Kongo. The hanks of the Mobangi are 
lined with cannibal tribes, and it is one 
of the greatest hotbeds of cannibal­ 
ism. 
Explorers have often told of the 
canoes sent out from these tribes to the 
districts a little south of the Kongo for 
no other purpose than to buy slaves or 
steal men to carry away to their homes 
for their cannibal feasts. Here was an 
obi friend of the missionaries who had 
fallen into the power of these savage 
foragers. 
Not a moment was to be 
lost, for the canoe was shooting past 
the station and rapidly approaching 
the foot of the lake. 
At a word from the white man a 
half dozen young blacks launched a 
canoe in the lake and plied their pad­ 
dles with all their might. 
It was an 
exciting chase. The cannibals, seeing 
they were pursued, redoubled thefr en­ 
ergies to reach the river a few miles 
north of them, 
it was a boat race in 
dead earnest, aud the stake was a 
human life. 
There were six of the pursuers aud 
only four of the fugitive canoemen. 
The chasing party had a larger sum 
total of muscle, and this advantage be­ 
gan to tell. Slowly the missionary boat 
gained on the cannibals, who saw at 
lust 
that 
they would certainly be 
caught before they reached the river. 
Then they paddled like mad for the 
shore, aud the pursuers were only a 
few boat lengths from them as they 
ran their canoe up on the beach. 
The cannibals jumped out aud three 
of them made their escape into tile 
woods, carrying with them a consider­ 
able quantity of brass wire, the form 
of money they use in buying slaves. 
The fourth man was made a prisoner 
and was taken back to the missionary 
settlement with the poor obi captive, 
who was now trembling with joy as a 
few moments before he had quaked 
with fear. The missionary says that if 
he had not called for help he would 
probably have been killed before night. 
The expected then happened. 
Of 
course, tile savages did not relish the 
idea of returning to their people with­ 
out any victim aud with one of their 
party missing. The white man felt cer­ 
tain they would try to ransom their 
comrade, anti. sure enough, the crest­ 
fallen man eaters after a little while 
appeared within hailing distance. 
They had brass wire, they shouted, 
and how much did the white man want 
in exchange for their friend. 
Ile wanted all they had, aud after 
considerable parleying a lot of wire 
was brought half way to the station. 
The old man said he was sure this 
wire was all his captors had in tile 
canoe, and tinnily it was accepted and 
the prisoner released. The men prob­ 
ably made their way as best they 
could back to their tribe. 
The wire was worth only $4. but tile 
missionary says this was enough to 
keep tile old man in food for over nine 
mouths, and the fair inference is that 
the cost of living on the upper Kongo 
has been reduced to a bedrock basis. 
The Kongo state is rigorously sup­ 
pressing cannibalism as far as its in­ 
fluence extends, and therefore the na­ 
tives who indulge in the practice no 
longer dare. in accordance with their 
former custom, to semi large expedi­ 
tions out to buy slaves. Now and then, 
however, a small party engage in the 
hazardous business, 
hoping by the 
smallness of their numbers to escape 
the attention of the whites.—New York 
Sun.

The stories that missionaries send 
home often throw a vivid light up u 
the dark and savage conditions that 
encom pass them. 
One of the teachers 
of the American Baptist .Missionary 
union, in his annual report, tells of a 
recent incident that occurred far up 
the Kongo river among tin 
living around the shores of Lake ’rum­ 
ba, only a short distance south of the 
big river. 
Early one Sunday morning, as the 
missionary aud his w ife were prepar­ 
ing for the duties of the day, they 
heard a shout from the lake. 
An chi 
man w as seen seated in a canoe, which 
a number of stalw art fellow s were 
paddling as fast as they could toward 
the little river that carries the waters 
of the lake to the Kongo, a few miles 
north. 
The old man was crying in a 
frantic and despairing voice: 
“Mpebe na Moukasa.” 
These were the names by which the 
missionary and his w ife are known to 
the natives. 
The old 
fellow called 
them again and again, till he saw the 
w hite man and his w ife standing on 
the beach. Then he shouted to them: 
“Oh, com e aud save me! 
They are 
taking me a w a y to kill anti eat me!’’ 
The missionary understood the situa­ 
tion at once. 
The place is not more 
than a d ay’s travel from the mouth 
of the great Mobangi tributary of the 
Kongo. The banks of the Mobangi are 
lined with cannibal tribes, and it is one 
of the greatest hotbeds of cannibal- 
1 ism. 
Explorers have often 
told of the 
canoes sent out from these tribes to the 
districts a little south of the Kongo for 
no other purpose than to buy slaves or 
steal men to carry a w ay to their homes 
for their cannibal feasts. Here w as an 
old friend o f the missionaries who had 
fallen into the power of these savage 
foragers. 
Not a moment w as to he 
lost, for the canoe was shooting past 
the station and rapidly approaching 
the foot o f the lake. 
At a word from the white man a 
half dozen young blacks launched a 
canoe in the lake and lilied their pad­ 
dles with all their might. 
It w as an 
exciting chase. 
The cannibals, seeing 
they were pursued, redoubled thefr en­ 
ergies to reach the river a few miles 
north of them. 
It w as a boat race in 
dead earnest, aud the stake w as a 
human life. 
There were six of tile pursuers aud 
only four of the fugutive caiioemen. 
The chasing party had a larger sum 
total of muscle, and this advantage be­ 
gan to tell. Slowly tile missionary boat 
gained on the cannibals, who saw at 
last 
that 
they 
would certainly 
be 
caught before they reached the river. 
Then they paddled like mad for tile 
diore, and the pursuers were only a 
few boat lengths from them as they 
ran their canoe up on the beach. 
The cannibals jumped out and three 
of them made their escape into the 
woods, carrying with them a consider­ 
able quantity of brass wire, the form 
of money they use in buying slaves.

dim ensions are about those of the or­ 
dinary bank draft.

The advice, or 
notification, to be sent by the issuing 
to the paying postmaster, is a repro 
auction of the order through the use 
of 
carbonized 
paper 
(the 
manifold 
process) and a receipt for the amount 
to be furnished by the issuing post­ 
m aster to the remitter. On tile back of 
the order a separate space has been 
provided 
for the stam ps of banks 
through, which It may be passed for 
collection. 
In color the order is blue, having a 
light blue ground, with fine, closely in­ 
terlaced, tinted lines of geometrical 
lathe work of darker shade.

TH E FUNNY METHODS OF A FUNNY 
LITTLE RAILROAD.

“Just hold up your umbrella, sir, and 
she’ll stop at once,” was the cheery 
response Riven an inquiry as to the 
possibility of boarding an approaching 
train on its way from Wadebridge to 
Bodwln, two queer old towns In Corn­ 
wall. England. Up went the umbrella, 
and sure enough the driver shut off 
steam and pulled up just In front of 
the would be passenger. And what a 
sight it was! 
The 
engine 
was 
constructed 
in 
George Stephenson’s time and, I be­ 
lieve, under his personal supervision. 
But the carriages! There were two of 
them, first and third class, respective 
ly. The 
first 
class 
accommodation 
consisted of an open truck, such as one 
sees daily In New York carting cotton 
bales or other merchandise, but pro­ 
vided with some benches. Rude and 
uncomfortable as it seemed, however, 
It was luxurious compared to the third 
class carriage, which was neither more 
nor less than a common closed van. 
such as cattle or furniture are con 
veyed in, ami boasted neither seats, 
buffers nor springs. Third class fare 
was but 14 cents, but the first class 
passengers were mulcted in the sum 
of 25 cents for a Journey of barely 
seven miles. 
The engine driver, who officiated in 
cidentally 
as conductor, 
brakeman, 
guard and porter, came around collect­ 
ing the tariff. 
A little conversation elicited some 
surprising facts in connection with 
this absurd out of date line. Formerly 
It had beeu the custom to sell tickets at 
the termin, little triangular blue and 
white bits of pasteboard, with a hole 
in the middle, so that the ticket col­ 
lector (also engine driver, stoker, etc.) 
could file them away on a string. 
But. 
alas, the ravages of time spare not 
even railway tickets, and eventually 
they were all worn out! 
So now the 
fares are collected on board. The rate 
of speed was strictly limited to ten

The invertebrate 
fossils will receive the careful atten­ 
tion o f Dr. Ort ma ii o f the university 
museum, and he will have some of them 
on exhibition within a few months, hut 
the a lequate preparation and study of 
the enormous collections of 
fossil, 
mammals and birds, will require sev­ 
eral years of further work. 
What especially characterizes these 
collections is not only the extraordi­ 
nary number of the genera and species, 
but even more the remarkably perfect 
preservation of the specimens. Almost 
every genus is represented by one or 
more complete skeletons, aud forms 
hitherto known only from more or less 
fragmentary parts may now be studied 
and figured as entire organisms. 
It is scarcely an exaggeration to say 
that no geological or paleontological 
work of recent years is of greater gen­ 
eral interest and importance than that 
for which the way has beeu made 
straight aud easy by the skill aud 
energy of Professor Hatcher. 
He has 
made collections of marine and 
frosh water invertebrates, dry and nl- 
coholic, which have proved to be of 
unexpected value. He further gathered 
a large series of cryptogamic plants, 
which arc already in the hands of 
specialists, and a partial account of 
tiiem has been published. 
The expedition has also been impor­ 
tant in its contributions to geography 
by the discovery of mountains, lakes, 
rivers and glaciers which have never 
before been named or recorded on any 
map. 
A large and valuable series of 
photographic 
negatives 
were 
taken 
which depict geological aud physio- 
graphical features of that section of 
country, and these may be used by 
Professor Hatcner in an illustrated 
lecture given later on. 
lie will remain in Princeton several 
months and direct the work of prepar­ 
ing the collections from Patagonia ob­ 
tained for the university. 
He expects

Before I over took up the m anufacture 
of guns I invented a wheat drill, and 
now I intend to work for the greatest 
class in American life, and that is the 
farmer.” 


HOME OF GRASSHOPPERS. 


An E x p ert T ry in u to F in d th e In- 
■vet*’ It ■ evil1 i i ii Grounds. 
At the request of State Entomologist 
Lugger aud several other Minnesota 
men the secretary of agriculture has 
been asked to send to the Turtle moun­ 
tains, lying on the boundary line of 
North 
Dakota and the province of 
Manitoba, some expert in grasshopper 
affairs to decide whet tier or not that 
district is a permanent breeding place 
for the migratory locust. 
It was thought best to ask the gen­ 
eral government for such an explora­ 
tion because the mountains are on the 
boundary line, says the Minneapolis 
Journal. 
Of course it is very impor­ 
tant to know whether these dangerous 
and destructive insects have really a 
home there or not. 
lf they have, they 
are always of a threatening character 
and means should be taken to stam p 
them out if possible. 
If this could not 
be done, it would be very important 
that the government should have an 
agent iii that region who could report 
from time to time about the actual 
conditions prevailing there and who 
would, if tin* locusts should be very 
numerous, 
give 
timely 
warning 
to 
farmers of North Dakota, Minnesota 
and Manitoba. 
As far as Minnesota is concerned, it 
bas been found by experience th a t all 
the grasshoppers come from the north­ 
west, or, a s it seems to Im* indicated in 
the reports, 
from the Turtle moun­ 
tains. 
The departm ent of agriculture 
bas promptly responded to the recent 
request and has sent Professor Hunter, 
a grasshopper expert, to explore the 
mountains. 
Professor Hunter arrived 
in Minneapolis recently and after a 
consultation with State Entomologist 
Lugger at St. Anthony park continued 
on his way to Winnipeg, where he will 
timet the Manitoba officials and if pos­ 
sible go with them to the regions in 
question.

Professor John B d l Hatcher of the 
departm ent of 
geology 
aud pa leon* 
tology In Princeton university, has just 
returned to Princeton from an eight 
months’ 
expedition 
to 
Patagonia, 
where lie has been making researches 
iii geology and paleontology. 
Professor Hatcher aud his assistant, 
Mr. Peterson, left New York last De­ 
cember for the Indian land in the 
southern part of South America, arriv­ 
ing there a few weeks later. 
After es­ 
tablishing their headquarters at Sandy 
point, along the coast of the strait of 
Magellen, they went inland among the 
Indian tribes {iud explored the plains 
aud mountains of Patagonia lying be­ 
tween the forty-sixth aud fifty-third 
parallels. 
The expedition proved very success­ 
ful, especially in obtaining many rare 
specimens of fossil, vertebrata and iti- 
vertebrata, says the Philadelphia Press. 
A large collection of valuable ethno­ 
logical, zoological and botanical speci­ 
mens were also gathered, and several 
points in tin? sciences of geology and 
paleontology which have hitherto been 
the subject of controversy are now 
definitely settled. 
On this expedition Professor Hatcher 
discovered the first mesozoic mammals 
ever found in Patagonia and obtained 
a collection of mesozoic invertebrates 
which will rank with those to he seen 
in the best museums of the world. Just 
before leaving the country he had some 
2b cast's of these invertebrates ship­ 
ped to the United States. 
They will 
he brought to the university and pre­ 
pared for exhibition in the geological 
museum. 
While the expedition has as a whole 
been very successful, the department 
of 
paleontology 
deserves 
especial 
mention. 
The quantity of material ob­ 
tained is so great that it can only bo 
adequately expressed in tons, and tin* 
quantity is even surpassed by the (null­ 
ity of the collections. The invertebrate 
fossils will receive the careful atteu- | 
t ion of Dr. Ormolu of the university 
museum, aud he will have some of them 
on exhibition within a few months, but 
the a leqnate preparation and study of 
the 
enormous 
collections 
of 
fossil, 
mammals and birds, will require sev­ 
eral years of further work. 
W hat especially characterizes these 
collections is not only the extraordi­ 
nary number of the genera and species, \ 
but even more the remarkably perfect 
preservation of the specimens. 
Almost j 
every genus is represented by one or \ 
more complete skeletons, aud forms 
hitherto known only from more or less 
fragmentary parts may now be studied 
and figured as entire organisms. 
It is scarcely ail exaggeration to say 
that in* geological or paleontological 
work of recent years is of greater gen­ 
eral interest, and importance than that 
for which Ute way has been made 
straight aud easy by the skill aud 
energy of Professor Hatcher. 
He has 
also made collections of marine and 
fresh water invertebrates, dry ami al­ 
coholic, which have proved to Im* of 
unexpected value, ll** further gathered 
si large series of cryptogamie plants, 
which are already in the hands of 
specialists, and a partial account of 
I hem has been published. 
'I'he expedition 1ms also been impor­ 
tant in its contributions to geography 
by the discovery of mountains, lakes, 
rivers and glaciers which have never 
before boon named or recorded on any 
map. 
A large and valuable series of 
photographic 
negatives 
were 
taken 
which depict geological and physio- 
graphical features of that section of 
country, and these may bt* used bv 
Professor 
Ilatener in an illustrated 
lecture given kiter on. 
lie will remain in Princeton several 
mouths and direct the work of prepar­ 
ing the collections from Patagonia ob­ 
tained for the university. 
He expects 
to continue his researches in Patagonia 
and will probably sail for th at region 
some time in THM.

New Mexico has its Pompeii and its

\ius and its extinct Etna; it lins ruins 
as interest mg as those of Central Asia 
aud of Egypt. 
Not far from Sauta 
Fe, in Santa Clara canyon, there are 
buried the ruins of 
a city of 
cliff 
dwellers, elder perhaps than Borne, 
says the Chicago Times Herald. 
Bey. 
G. S. Madden and a party of scientists 
have attempted systematic excavation, 
aud during the last few days they have 
dug out two rooms of a communal 
building .“o<» by 400 feet, three stories 
high, containing at least 2,000 rooms. 
The 
rooms 
that 
were 
excavated 
showed that Hie cliff dwellers desert­ 
ed the house in great haste. 
They left 
ninny articles of interest behind which 
they would assuredly have taken along 
if their leave taking hail been less 
precipitous. 
The abundance of turkey 
aud dog bones showed that those ani­ 
mals were kept in the house. 
Attach­ 
ed to each living room in the com­ 
munal building are small turkey cor­ 
rals 4 by I feet and connected with 
the living rooms by low archways just 
high 
enough 
for 
a 
turkey 
to slip 
through. 
In the burial places the re­ 
mains of the ancient race are invaria­ 
bly found covered with turkey ami 
dog bones. 
The bodies are buried In a 
stooping position, with the head be­ 
tween the knees and the feet of all 
bodies pointing to a common center. 
'I he most important find made by 
Hew Mr. Madden was that of nine 
skeletons, whose formation indicates 
that the ancient cliff dwellers were 
not Indians, but were allied to the 
Caucasian race. 
The forehead of the 
skulls is well formed, while the pos­ 
terior part of the head is almost flat. 
In the course of evolution the incisors 
of the cliff dwellers were transformed 
into grinders, for the cliff dwellers 
were evidently vegetarians. 
In their 
houses are found corn, aud they evi­ 
dently grew aud smoked tobacco. Some 
skulls that were found in the cliff 
dwellings on the Gila had long red 
hair. 
The reason for the sudden evacua­ 
tion of the Santa Clara cliff dwellings 
is found in the Immense stream of lava 
which poured forth from a crater only 
a few miles from Santa Fe aud cov­ 
ered many square miles with lava and 
ashes. 
It must have been a volcanic 
eruption, similar to that which de­ 
stroyed 
Pompeii 
and 
Herculaneum, 
which caused the cliff dwellers to flee 
from their homes. 
According to Bey. 
Mr. Madden, the dwellings were de­ 
serted at least 2.000 years ago. 
The 
cliff dwellers were giants in their day, 
for one of tie* femurs that lie picked 
up measured 20 inches and must have 
belonged to it man between 7 and 8 
feet tall.

MET POMPEII’S FATE.

New M exico has its Pompeii and its 
Herculaneum; it lias its extinct Yesu 
>ius and its extinct Etna; it lins ruins 
us interesting as those of Central Asia 
ami of Egypt. 
Not far from Santa 
Fe, in Santa (Mara canyon, there art 
buried the ruins of 
a city of 
cliff 
dwellers, older perhaps than 
Borne, 
says the Chicago Ti Hies-Herald. 
Bev. 
(J. S. Madden anti a party of scientists 
have attem pted system atic excavation, 
aud during tilt* last few days they have 
dug out tw o rooms of a com m unal 
building Mon by 400 feet, three stories 
high, containing at least 2,000 rooms. 
Milt* 
rooms 
that 
were 
excavated 
showed that the cliff dw ellers desert­ 
ed tin* house in great haste. 
They left 
many articles of Interest behind which 
they would assuredly have taken along 
if their leave taking hail been 
less 
precipitous. 
The abundance of turkey 
aud dog bones showed that those ani 
ma is were kept in the house. 
A ttach­ 
ed to ca d i living room in the com ­ 
munal building are small turkey cor 
rats 4 by I feet and connected with 
the living rooms by low archw ays just 
high 
enough 
for 
a 
turkey 
to slip 
through. 
In tin* burial places tile re­ 
mains of the ancient race are invaria­ 
bly found covered with turkey and 
<log bones. 
'The bodies are buried in a 
stooping position, with the head be­ 
tween tin* knees anti the feet of nil 
bodies pointing to a common center. 
M bt* most important find made by 
Bev. Mr. 
M adden w as that of nim 
skeletons, w hose formation indicate 
that tin* ancient cliff dw ellers wer 
not 
Indians, but were allied to the 
Caucasian race. 
The forehead of th 
skulls is well formed, w hile the pus 
tenor part of the head is alm ost fiat 
in the course of evolution the incisor 
of the t-liff dw ellers were tran sform s 
into grinders, 
for the cliff dw ellers 
were evidently vegetarians. 
In the! 
houses are found corn, aud they evi 
dently grew ami sm oked tobacco. Some 
skulls that were found in the cliff 
dw ellings on the Gila had long red 
hair. 
The reason for the sudden evacua­ 
tion of the Santa (Mara cliff dw ellings 
is found in the im mense stream of lava 
which poured forth from a crater only 
a few m iles from Santa Fe aud cov­ 
ered m any square miles with lava and 
ashes. 
It must have been a volcanic 
eruption, 
sim ilar to that 
which d e­ 
stroyed 
Pompeii 
arid 
Herculaneum, 
which caused the cliff dw ellers to flee 
from their homes. 
According to Bev. 
Mr. Madden, tin* dw ellings were de­ 
serted a t h ast 2.000 years ago. 
Tile 
cliff dw ellers were giants in their day, 
for one of tic* fe m u rs th a t he picked 
up m easured 20 inches and m u st h ave 
belonged to a m a n betw een 7 ami 8 
feet tall.

The stories that missionaries send 
home often throw a vivid light up n 
the dark and savage conditions that 
encompass them. One of the teachers 
of the American Baptist Missionary 
union, in his annual report, tells of a 
recent incident that occurred far up 
the Kongo river among the natives 
living around the shores of Lake 'rum­ 
ba, only a short distance south of the 
big river. 
Early one Sunday morning, as the 
missionary and his wife were prepar 
iiig for the duties of the day, they 
heard a shout from the lake. 
An old 
man was seen seated In a canoe, which 
a number of stalwart fellows were 
paddling as fast as they could toward 
the little river that carries the waters 
of the lake to the Kongo, a few miles 
north. 
The old man was crying in a 
frantic and despairing voice: 
“Mpebe na Monkasa.” 
Those were the names by which the 
missionary and bis wife .ire known to 
the natives. 
The old fellow called 
them again and again, till he saw the 
white man and his wife standing on 
the I leach. Then he shouted to them: 
“Oh, come ami save me! They are 
taking me away to kill and eat me!” 
The missionary understood the situa­ 
tion at once. 
The place is not more 
than a day’s travel from the mouth 
of the great Mobangi tributary of the 
Kongo. The banks of the Mobangi are 
lined with cannibal tribes, ami it is one 
of the greatest hotbeds of cannibal­ 
ism. 
Explorers have often told of the 
canoes sent out from tiles** tribes to the 
districts a little south of the Kongo for 
no other purpose than to buy slave** or 
steal limn to carry away t<» their homes 
for their cannibal f4*asts. H(*re was an 
old friend 4»f the missionaries who had 
fallen i ii to the power of these savage 
foragers. 
Not a moment was to bo 
lost, for the canoe was shooting [last 
the station aud rapidly approaching 
the foot of the lake. 
At a word from the white man a 
half dozen young blacks launched a 
canoe in the lake and plied their pad­ 
dles with all their might. 
It was an 
exciting chase. The cannibals, seeing 
they were pursued, redoubled theft* en­ 
ergies to reach the river a few miles 
north of them. 
It was a boat race In 
dead earnest, ami tho stake was a 
human lift*. 
There were six of the pursuers anti 
tinly four of the fugutive canoemen. 
The chasing party had a larger sum 
total of muscle, ami this advantage be- j 
gan to tell, slowly tin* missionary boat , 
gained on tin* cannibals, who saw at 
last 
that 
they would certainly be 
caught before they reached the river. 
I'heu they paddled like mat! for the 
short*, ami the pursuers were only a 
few boat lengths from them as they 
ran their canoe up on the beach. 
The cannibals jumped out and three 
of thorn made their escape into the 
wootIs, carrying with them a consider­ 
able quantity of brass wire, the form 
«>f money they use In buying slaves. 
The fourth man was made a prisoner 
and was taken back to tin* missionary 
settlement with the poor obi captive, 
who was now trembling with Joy as a 
few moments before he had quaked 
with fear. Tin* missionary says that lf 
he had not called for help he would 
probably Irnve been killed before night. 
The expected Bion happened. 
Of 
course, the savages did not relish the 
Idea of returning to their people with­ 
out any victim aud with out* of their 
party missing. The white man felt cer­ 
tain they would try to ransom their 
comrade, ami. sure enough, the crest­ 
fallen mao eaters after a little while 
appeared within hailing distance. 
They had brass wire, they shouted, 
uml how much did the white man want 
in exchange for their friend. 
He wanted all they had. aud after 
considerable parleying a lot of wire 
was brought half way to the station. 
The old man said he was sure tills 
wire was all his captors bad In the 
rauoe. anti finally it was accepted and 
the prisoner released, The men prob­ 
ably made their way as best they 
could back to their tribe. 
The wire was worth ouly $4. but the 
missionary says this was enough to i 
keep the old man iu foot! for over nine 
mouths, aud the fair Inference is that I 
the cost of living on th** upper Kongo ! 
has been ret!need to a bedrock basis. 
The Kong** state is rigorously sup 
pressing cannibalism as far as its in- 
JI lienee extends, uml therefore th** ua* j 
tives who indulge in tile practice uo I 
longer dare, in accordance with their 
former custom, to senti large ex ped I- J 
tions out to buy slaves, Now and then, 
however, a small party engage in the I 
hazardous business, 
hoping by the j 
smallness of their numbers to escape I 
the attention of the whites.—New York I 
Sun.

Tile postoffice department at W ash­ 
ington lias adopted a new form of do­ 
mestic money order, which will be iu 
traduced gradually as supplies of the 
obi form become exhausted at the va­ 
rious postoffice® throughout the coun­ 
try, after Sept. 4, says the New York 
Sun. 
The new form is somewhat 
smaller than the order now in use. Its 
dimensions are about those of the or­ 
dinary hank draft. 
It has two adjuncts. The advice, or 
notification, to be sent by the issuing 
to the paying postmaster, is a repro 
duetion of the order through the use 
of carbonized 
paper 
(the 
manifold 
processi and a receipt for the amount 
to lie furnished by tile issuing post 
master to tile remitter. On tile back of 
the order a separate space lias been 
provided for the stam ps of banks 
through, which it may be passed for 
collection. 
In color the order is blue, having a 
light blue ground, with fine, closely in 
terlaced. tinted lines of geometrical 
lathe work of darker shade. 
In the 
center is an escutcheon bealing the 
words “ Hosta I Mouey Order” in shad­ 
ed capital letters of the same two tints 
of blue. The tint of the order and the 
lathe work will serve to prevent imita 
lions, but as an additional safeguard 
against counterfeiting a horizontal \*.i 
term ark composed of the initials ” 1 . 
S. M. O ” in broad capital letters lias 
been wrought into the paper ou which 
the new forms are printed. 
Through the carbon or manifold proc­ 
ess the order aud the advice are pro­ 
duced simultaneously. 
By the same 
operation the essential particulars of 
name of payee, date, amount aud place 
of payment, as written iii the order. 
are duplicated or reproduced aud made 
to appear in tile advice precisely as in 
the order. 
The liability to mistake is 
thus greatly lessened and a sa\ing of 
time effected. 
Discrepancies between 
order aud advice which, by entailing 
additional correspondence and causing 


I delay iii payment, have heretofore been 
! a source of annoyance to the depart­ 
ment and postmasters as well as to 
remitters aud payees, are prevented 
and absolute uniformity between the 


I order aud advice Insured. The dispatch 
of a d v ices, which hitherto have not 
been made out until after Issue of the 
| orders, will also be accelerated. 
The receipt which is to be furnished 
by the Issuing postmaster to the re­ 
mitter. showing the number and date 
i 0f the order and the amount for which 
issued, is also iii the main a reproduc­ 
tion by the carbon process of the writ­ 
ing and stamping on the order, hence 
must necessarily agree therewith. The 
adoption of a receipt has not been prac­ 
ticable hitherto. 
It will tend to popu­ 
larize the postal money order, supply­ 
ing more than all else what was n eed ­ 
ed to m ake it, iu the estimation of tie* 
public, a p erfectly satisfactory vehicle 
for the transmission of small sums.

“Just hold up your umbrella, sir, and 
she’ll stop at once,” was the cheery 
response given an Inquiry as to the 
possibility of boarding an approaching 
train on Its way from Wadobridge to 
Bod win, two queer old towns in Corn­ 
wall. england. Up went the umbrella, 
and sure enough the driver shut off 
steam and pulled up Just In front of 
the would be passenger. And what a 
sight it was! 
Tile 
engine 
was 
constructed 
in 
George Stephenson's time and, I be 
lieve, under his personal supervision 
But the carriages! There were two of 
them. first and third class, respective 
ly. The 
first 
class 
accommodation 
consisted of an open truck, such as one 
sees daily In New York carting cotton 
bales or other merchandise, but pro­ 
vided with some benches. Bude and 
uncomfortable as it seemed, however. 
It was luxurious compared to the third 
class carriage, which was neither more 
nor less than a common closed van. 
such as c a t t l e or furniture are con 
veyed In, and boasted neither seats, 
buffers nor springs. Third class fare 
was but 14 cents, but the first class 
passengers were mulcted in the sum 
of 25 cents for a Journey of barely 
seven miles. 
The engine driver, who officiated In 
cidentally 
as conductor, 
brakeman. 
guard and porter, came around collect­ 
ing the tariff. 
A little conversation elicited some 
surprising facts in connection with 
this absurd out of date line. 
Formerly 
It had been the custom to sell tickets lit 
the terrain, little triangular blue and 
white hits of pasteboard, with a hole 
in the middle, so that the ticket col­ 
lector (also engine driver, stoker, etc.I 
could file them away on a string. 
But. 
ains, the ravages of time spare not 
even railway tickets, and eventually 
they were all worn out! 
So now tile 
fares are co llected on board. The rate 
of speed was strictly limited to ten 
miles an hour, but Incidental delays, 
such as picking up passengers, chasing 
stray hats, removing cattle or sheep 
from the track, took up so much time 
that not Infrequently an hour and a 
half or more w as co n su m e d In cover 
lug the short distance. 
I may mention 
that passengers picked up on the way 
side paid no regular fare, but merely 
tipped the engineer. 
The need of time tables was un 
known, for the train ran but one way 
each day. and arranged the time of dc 
parture to suit Intending travelers. 
It 
Is related with much gusto In those 
parts that two commercial travelers 
once arrived at Ilodwiu just In time to 
see the train round a curve some quar­ 
ter of a mile off 
Turning to the aged 
station master, Mr. Worth, 
o n e of 
them inquired at what hour the next 
train would leave. 
“Day after tomor 
row,” laconically answered that off!- 
elal. 
The astonished drummer looked ut 
him pityingly and, nudging his coni 
minion, vs hispered. “Poor fellow; he’s 
ohtv'V.”

o c c a s io n a ll y it baa happened j 
that, the supply of sand proving Insuf­ 
ficient, the engine would steam away 
to the depot Iii search of more.

Professor John B«*ll Hatcher of the 
department of geology aud paleon* 
tology In Princeton university, has just 
returned to Princeton from an eight 
months* 
expedition 
to 
Patagonia, 
where he has been making researches 
In geology and paleontology. 
Professor Hatcher aud his assistant, 
Mr. Peterson, left New York last De­ 
cember for the Indian land in the 
southern part of South America, arriv­ 
ing there a few weeks later. After es­ 
tablishing their headquarters at Sandy 
point, along the coast of the strait of 
Magellen, they went Inland among the 
Indian tribes and explored the plains 
ami mountains of Patagonia lying be­ 
tween the forty-sixth aud fifty-third 
parallels. 
Tile expedition proved very success­ 
ful, especially in obtaining many rare 
specimens of fossil, vertebral a and in- 
vertebrata, says the Philadelphia Press. 
A large collection of valuable ethno­ 
logical, zoological and botanical speci­ 
mens were also gathered, and several 
points in the sciences of geology ami 
paleontology which have hitherto been 
the subject of controversy are now 
definitely settled. 
On this expedition Professor Hatcher 
discovered Hie first mesozoic mammals 
ever found In Patagonia and obtained 
a collection of mesozoic Invertebrates 
which will rank with those to he seen 
In the best museums of the world. Just 
before leaving the country lie had some 
20 cases of these invertebrates ship­ 
ped to the United States. 
They will 
be brought to the university and pre-! 
pared for exhibition in rite geological 
museum. 
While the expedition has as a whole 
been very successful, the department I 
of 
paleontology 
deserves 
especial 
mention. The quantity of material ob- j 
tained is so great that it can only Im* 
adequately expressed in tons, and the 
quantity is even surpassed tty tin* qual­ 
ity of the collections. The invertebrate 
fossils will receive the careful attern I 
tion of Dr. Orlmnn of tin* university 
museum, aud be will have some of them I 
on exhibition within a few months, hut 
the a lequate preparation aud study of 
the enormous collections of fossil, 
mammals and birds, will require sev­ 
eral years of further work. 
What especially characterizes these 
collections Is not only the extraordi­ 
nary number of the genera and species, 
but even more the remarkably perfect 
preservation of the specimens. Almost 
every g en u s is represented by one or 
more complete skeletons, aud forms 
hitherto known only from more or less 
fragmentary parts may now be studied 
and figured as entire organisms. 
It is scarcely an exaggeration to say 
that no geological or paleontological 
work of recent years is of greater gen­ 
eral interest and importance than that 
for which the way lins been made 
straight and easy by the skill aud 
energy of Professor Hatcher. 
He bas 
Hist) made collections of marine and 
fresh water invertebrates, dry abd al­ 
coholic, which have proved to be of 
unexploded \alue. He further gathered 
a large series of cryptogam Ic plants, 
which are already in the bauds of 
Specialists, and a partial accoast of 
them has been published. 
The expedition has also been impor­ 
tant in its contributions to geography 
by the discovery of mountains, lakes, 
rivers and glaciers which have never 
before I leon named or recorded on any 
map. 
A large ami valuable series of 
photographic 
negative* 
were 
taken 
which depict geological ami physio- 
graphical features of that section of 
country, and these may be used by 
Professor listener In an Illustrated 
lecture given later on. 
lie will remain in Princeton several 
months and direct the work of prepar­ 
ing the collections from Patagonia ob­ 
tained for the university, 
lie expects 
to continue his researches iu Patagonia 
and will probably sail for that regiou 
some time in UMH).

Otis at Manila, containing a descrip­ 
tion of his trip to the Sulu islands. 
Captain Sanders aud Colonel 
Totter 
were sent on the steamer B ataan by 
General Otis to ascertain the situation 
there and the attitude of the natives 
toward the Americans, says the New 
York Sun. Captain Handers anticipates 
no trouble there whatever. 
Ile arrived 
bt Jolo, the principal island, on May 
28. 
Two battalions of the Twenty- 
tLird 
infantry are in charge there. 
Captain Sanders says: 
“We were presented to the local chief 
and to several others of the party and 
Invited them to witness the battalion 
parade. 
The 
band of the Twenty- 
third infantry struck up, and the com­ 
panies formed in line, greatly, I im­ 
agine, Impressing our visitors. 
The 


toned from knee to annie, short mouse 
cut off at the waist, bared chest, gaudy 
sash, in which is carried his murder­ 
ous barong or kreiss, aud gayly colored 
turban, he is a most curious anil pic­ 
turesque personage, essentially a fight­

I hey are a tidewater people, whole 
communities living together in huge 
nipa huts built fur out from shore 
above the sea and connected with the 
land by rickety, insecure bridges of 
bamboo. 
I crawled ashore on one aud 
Could 
not 
but 
think 
the 
shakiness 
studied, in order to make a surprise 
from land more difficult.” 
Describing a native dance, he says: 
“A feeble old man stepped into the 
circle of crouching Moros and laid a 
spear on tile floor. 
The pots struck 
up a wild discord, ami from a slow 
shuffle he rapidly worked himself Into 
a veritable frenzy. 
From decrepit old 
age he was for the time transformed 
into defiant, lusty youth, aud, seizing 
the spear, attacked imaginary foes all ! 
around the vacant space. 
His gyra­ 
tions plainly told the story of diseov- 
cry of liis enemy, the death struggle, 
the victory and, with vicious slashes of 
his barong, the decapitation of the van­ 
quished. 
Next two boys danced an im­ 
aginary spear contest, which showed 
clearly as they 
wrought themselves 
up how 
utterly cruel and 
heartless 
they must be iu actual war.”

American soldier is all for business. 
Loth.ag for show, and his statu re and 
self consciousness of strength appeal 
strongly to these people, and they un­ 
consciously show it when our troops 
appear.

“After dinner they ail came to Cap­ 
tain Tratt’s headquarter!. It was dark, 
and a lump cast a dim light about tile 
room.
